Straus, a precise mimlcti man am- 
bitious only to build more hous- 
ing, regularly rocking on his heels. 
Arnold wanted to make a dra- 
matic 
gcsture against xhe high 


prices of heavy industry's prod- 
ucts. His notion was that the gov- 
ernment should take a house, by 
way of example, and try to beat 
down the cost of every overpriced 
material called for 
in the con- 


struction of that house. 
And he 


planned a double action attack, by 
which his anti-trust division would 
have started suit against the steel 
masters, cement makers and the 
rest, while Straus* housing admin- 
istration simultaneously went on 
strike, threatening not to spend 
another penny until prices fell. 


So far as Straus was concerned, 


there was only one obvious major 
catch in the project. It would have 
held up his housing program, per- 
haps for many months. So Straus 
firmly told Arnold that he was 
satisfied; that $1,250 a room was 
the cost limit placed by congress 
on his housing, and that. In the 
most recent New York project, tho 
cost had been only §1,000 a room. 
Arnold is still considering a sor- 
tie against the steel and cement 
industries, but not with Straus. 


The Biggest Joke. 


The oddness of some of Arnold's 


schemes should not be allowed to 
obscure his real value. Since tak- 
ing over the anti-trust division, he 
has made things hum. He loves 
to astonish everyone, and, being a 
former mayor of Laramie, Wyo., 
he has a plainsman's taste for 
largeness in" his jokes. 
The best 


joke he can think of, so far as one 
can tell, is honest, thoro enforce- 
ment of the anti-trust 
laws for 


the first time in American history. 
As that happens to be his job, the 
gain is all the government's, even 
tho some industries may smile a 
little lopsidedly. 


What is more, tho his biggest 


joke is upsetting to some indus- 
tries, he gets along very well with 
industrialists. 
His dealings with 


the business men have been ex- 
tremely sensible. He has told them, 
in public and private, "We want 
to enforce the law, 
and 
we're 


going to try. We also want you 
to know what the law is, so we'ro 
going to work it out with you as 
much as we can." 


Of course, his work as assistant 


attorney general, while better sup- 
ported and more picturesque, is no 
more efficient than Bob Jackson's 
was, for example. He suffers un- 
der the same handicap that Jack- 
son did—an entirely 
insufficient 


staff and appropriation. But, with 
all the entertaining hullabaloo he 
is raising, he may manage to get 
enough 
more 
men and enougn 


more money to make his big joke 
come true.

INSECTS ATTACKING 


Damage by Many Species 


Over State Seen by Prof. 


M. H. Swenk. 


Complaints of damage to stored 


grain by various insect pests have 
predominated in reports on insects 
reaching the Nebraska college of 
agriculture during the past month, 
says Prof. M. H. Swenk, chairman 
of the department of entomology. 
One of the most serious infesta- 
tions reported was that of two 
700-bushel bins of wheat in "an 
elevator in Harlun county infected 
by the gnimiry weevil. 
Stored 


rye in Madison county was dam- 
aged by saw toothed beetles, and 
Douglas county farmers reported 
stordd wheat infested. 


In summarizing the complaints, 


Prof. Swenk said termites are con- 
tinuing their activity, with reports 
of damage coming in especially 
from Wayne, Otoe, Lancaster and 
Furnas counties. 
The army worm 


was also 
reported 
working in 


Nuckolls county, where a 30. acre 
field of volunteer barley was re- 
ported destroyed about Sept. H. 
From Cass county came the report 
that corn leaf aphis are still active, 
injuring the tassels of corn. 


Control of the melon aphid on 


cucumber and melon vines re- 
ceived some attention as inquiries 
were received 
from Saline and 


Hall counties as to methods of 
control. 
Seward 
county potato 


plants were reported attacked by 
the banded blister beetle, but no 
estimate of damage 
was 
made. 


The flat headed apple tree borer 
is still active, snys the entomolo- 
gist, as shown by reports of dam- 
age coming in all during the past 
month, with Lincoln and Merrill 
counties seeming to be the chief 
sources of infestation. 


Among other tree pests reported 


bothering was the plum gouger 
attacking 
plum 
fruits 
in 
Hurt 


county. 
A Buffalo county tree 


grower reported his Black »I-lills 
spruce infested with the pine leaf 
scale. 
The carpenter worm was 


reported working on ash trees in 
Colfnx county, altho there was 
little damage. The lilac borer was 
reported working on lilac bushes 
in Burt and Douglas counties. Up- 
holstered furniture also came in 
for attacks, according to the de- 
partment head. The cigarct beetle 
damaged 
furniture 
in 
Douglas, 


Lancaster and Howard counties. 
The common black field cricket 
also caused some annoyance, get- 
ting into basements in Colfax and 
Furnas counties during late August 
and early September. 


Black widow spiders arc still in 


the 
state, 
according 
to 
Prof. 


SwenU. Nance and Platte county 
people reported presence of a con- 
siderable 
number 
during early 


September, but no injury was re- 
ported.

Sift dry ingredients together. Cream butter. Add sugar and

Beat eggs until thick and lemon colored. Add eggs 


to butter and sugar mixture. 
Beat well. Add flour and millt 


alternately. 


The chocolate mixture should be prepared

flour and milk so it may cool while this is being* done. To pre- 
pare chocolate, -use a large pan to allow lor expansion .while 
soda is added. 
Pour hot water over chocolate which has been 


melted, and quickly add soda, which makes the cake red. 
Stir 


until thick and cool 
Add to cake mixture. 
Vanilla is added 


last. 
Bake in an 8 inch pan in a 350 degree oven for about 25 


minutes 
If one does not have sour cream on hand, one may 


make it by adding 1 teaspoon of vinegar to \» cup of sweet 
cream. 
If one does not have an 8 inch pan, the recipe may be

A butter cream frosting is good with this cake.

defeated and undoubtedly would have 
been if ftast had been less mouselike 
East, after being thrown on lend with 
the diamond queen, had been right in 
his observation that only a club re 
turn was conceivable, but his selec- 
tion of the ace followed by a low club 
was scarcely the best solution. The 
correct return was the club queen: 
Nothing but logic was necessary to 
its selection. If by any chance West 
had the club king, the queen lead 
would be on a par with the ace lead. 
But If the club king was in declarer's 
hand, where It certainly figured to be.

RAILWAY CRISIS. 
railroads claim to be 


nancially 
Probably they can 


make proof on that claim. Railway 
employes allege that they are un- 
derpaid. In a period of unemploy- 
ment there is a feeling that the 
man with a job is in great luck. 
Nevertheless there may be merit 
In their contention. 
It may be 


that the employes are paid less 
than they should be permitted to 
earn. 
The railroads have an- 


nounced a pay reduction effective 
Oct. 1. 
Rail employes have not 


been inclined to accept that reduc- 
tion. 
They have voted to strike 


rather than accede to railway de- 
mands. The strike date is set for 
Oct. 1. 
That, however, does not 


mean that this nation will have 
a transportation tleup on that 
fateful day. 


Under the law the president can 


put in operation machinery that 
will delay either reduction of pay 
or a strike for at least 60 days. 
A commission may be appointed 
to make a study of the rail sit- 
uation and it would be given a 
month in which to complete that 
study and to report. Another month 
is provided for consideration of 
the report by the railroads and 
their employes. 
At the end of 


that time there will be conferences 
and efforts to reach an agreement. 


A rail strike at this time would 


be serious. The movement of win- 
ter fuel is underway. Truck strikes 
are in progress in many parts of 
the country. The national volume 
of transportation Is hot large, yet 
it is important that it move in a 
methodical manner. The welfare 
of the people depends on this pro- 
gram. It is reassuring, however, 
to know that nothing can happen 
to tie up the railroads for two 
months after Oct. 1. The status 
quo must be maintained by both 
sides to the controversy. 


One of the reasons for investi- 


gation and" consideration Is that 
the people may be given adequate 
information on all the contentions. 
Public opinion and the Interests 
of the public are thus Injected into 
any settlement thnt may be made. 
The law recognizes the rights of 
the public and the force of publtb 
opinion. 


What the public will demand is 


that justice be done to the con- 
tending parties and that the rlglNs 
of the public shall be regarded. 


ACADEMIC FREEDOM. 


Chancellor Boucher, new head 


of the state university, made it 
plain in a recent address that 
there are limits to academic free- 
dom for professors. 
This is the 


freedom to teach that which is 
the truth. 
The chancellor says 


that this 
freedom stops where 


truth ends and opinion begins. The 
soundness of this doctrine is self- 
evident. 
Most of 
the 
troubles 


which have arisen in universities 
on this score have had their origin 
in the fact that professors insisted 
on teaching their opinions along 
with their truths, and the students 
were usually unable to 
discern 


which was opinion and which was 
truth. That was probably the in- 
tention. 


So far as the physical sciences 


are concerned the professors have 
had no trouble. 
Certain well es- 


tablished 
facts are known and 


taught. It is when the realm of 
the social sciences is invaded that 
the professors have got into hot 
water. Teaching of matters which 
Impinge upon religious beliefs and 
practices has also brought about 
the charge that in some colleges 
agnostic professors were inoculat- 


At the moment Europe is an 


armed camp. 
Nearly 50 million 


men stand under arms or ready 
to pick them up nt a moment's 
notice. 
Fifty million Frenchmen 


can't be wrong, perhaps, but 50 
million armed men are almost cer- 
tain to be wrong in Europe today, 
no matter what happens.

are not making the decisions. In

speaks for millions. 


It is almost a certainty now 


that upon Hitler's actions on or 
immediately following Oct. 1 de- 
pends the fate of Europe. If Hit- 
ler decides upon the use of force, 
Europe will sureiy be plunged into 
a disastrous war. A^l Europe is 
prepared for that eventuality with 
the lines carefully drawn, Ger- 
many, Italy, Poland and Hungary 
on one side and Britain, Prance, 
Russia, Rumania, Jugoslavia and 
Czechoslovakia on the other. 


While countries like France and 


England are certainly justified in 
making 
war 
preparations 
and 


French civilians may flee Paris 
without losing face and the British 
may move hospital patients out 
of the London area without apol- 
ogy, nothing should be done to 
put any obstacle in the way of 
Hitler's retracting his ultimatum. 
Should the rcichsfuchrer show any 
sign of holding off from the use 
of force, he should be encouraged 
in so doing. 
The danger is too 


great to overlook any possible es- 
cape. It would not be cowardice 
but sanity on the pact of. the Ger- 
man chancellor to refrain from the 
use of force. 


Perhaps the most serious com- , 


mentary on our civilization at this 
time lies in tho fact that the de- 
cision of a single man can plunge 
the world into a war that no on& 
wants. The fault in this Instance 
lies with the German people. But 
the people of other countries have 
fallen Into the same error.

He attempts 
to build up the general health of 
the patient so that as much seli*- 
repair and adjustment as is possible 
c:m take place in this important 
organ. 
Aa a rule, no emergency anscs 


in kidney conditions which requires 
rapid treatment. But occasionally 
acute kidney inflammation occurs 
and, as a result of it, there may be 
a great decrease in the amount of 
urine formed. The condition may 
develop suddenly. 


Another condition which may de- 


velop a.s a result of chronic kidney 
disease is dropsy or edema (e-de'~ 
mah). which means the collection 
of fluids in the tissues. 3-.egs nnd 
arms as well as other parts of the 
tbody become swollen.

!be put to bed and treated by If.s- 
|.sening 
1 the amounts of fluids which 


I he is" allowed to take. 
With this 


treatment, the edema, as a iu!e, 
which develops a.s a result of kid- 
ney disorder, rleuis up lapitlly.

quire -special treatment. 
For ex- 


ample, in this form of edema, the 
fluids collect within tin cavity of 
the chest nnd the abdomen, causing 


pain. 
ITnlwa this condition is 


quickly relieved, the patient may 
develop pneumonia or peritonitis 
(ppr'it-o-ni'tisK a serious infection 
of the lining membrane of the ab- 
domen. 


iJlves Treatment 
* 


Dr. Arthur Kllis. of the Univer- 


sity of Lomlf>», suggests that sm'h 
a patient should be put to bed ami 
kept warm. The appetite of por- ; 
sons with this disorder is usually 
poor. For this reason the amount | 
of salt in the diet should not be ! 
limited to a great degree, since food 
, 


without salt may not taste Rood. ( 
Salt may be used in cooking but 
not added to foods after cooking. 
The patient should be given as at- 
tractive a diet as possible. The 
diet should contain plenty of pro- 
tein foods, such as meat, milk and 
eggs, to make up lor the large 
amount of protein which in olironic 
kidney diseases is last from the 
hotly in the farm of albumin in the 
urine. 
So much fluids may collect in the 


chest cavity as to press on the 
lungs and load to shortness of 
breath. In such instances the doc- 
tor \\ithilraus the fluids from the 
chest cavity, using a hypodermic 
syringe and needle. 


" If the patient is suffering from 
anemia, thnt is, lack of iron in the 
blood, he should he given large 
closes of iron-containing prepara- 
tions, such as iron and ammonium 
citrate. 
There are certain drugs, also,
